At the renowned Scopes trial 
before the Court at Dayton, Ten- 
nessee, when Evolution was before 
the bar of justice and was ad' 
judged a parasite on the spiritual 
life of the world, Mr. Darrow, as 
Chief of Counsel for the defense, 
made the unusual move of asking 
Mr. Bryan, Chief of Counsel for 
the prosecution, to take the witness 
stand.

the United States" ... “I am ex* 
amining you on your fool ideas 
that no intelligent Christian on 
earth believes." 

“The court is adjourned," 
snapped the judge.
